African-Colony were marked by 
sincere efforts on his part to im- 
prove conditions and to promote 
trade.

by the fact that during his so- 
journ he was actively engaged 
in exploring the resources of the 
country, and ‘actually under- 
took a number of expeditions to 
the interior, going from Bat- 
hurst (the capital) to Senegam- 
bia, a distance of nearly a thou- 
sand miles. He was Instru- 
mental in mapping the course of 
the Gambia river, and hig work 
was definitely a contribution to 
the geographical knowledge of 


that extensive maritime region. 


His African exploration won 
him a CB. (Civil Division) in 
1852, and was also a factor ‘in 
securing his next appointment, 
that of Governor of St, Lucia. 
His term of office in this West 
Indian Island was short; for he 


was transferred to St. Vincent’ 


the same year. Here. he con- 
tinued, until the year 1855, when 
he was nominated to act in like 
capacity in South Australia. 
His stay in the Antipodes was 
terminated in March 1862, with 
his appointment to govern the 
Colony of Nova Scotia. The 
success which he enjoyed as a 
colonial administrator was 
largely responsible for his sub- 
sequent post, that of Governor 
and Commander-in-Chief of the 
Colony of Hongkong, in succes- 
sion to Sir Hercules Robinson. 
Although his commission of 
Governor was dated October 14, 
1865, he did not arrive here to 


assume tho. duties of. his office. 


until March 11, of the following 
year. His arrival was = un- 
heralded owing to the lack of 
communication at the time, so 
that when his ship came into the 
harbour, the Acting Chief Jus- 
tice, Mr. Henry James Ball was 
not informed, of the fact, and so 
Was not present in time to ad- 
minister the customary oath in 
the Council Chambers.

The 
most effective was the much- 
condemned" Flogging Ordinance” 
which put terror into the hearts 
of all malefactors. | Whippings 
were carried out in the full view 
of the public, and were, in the 
more humanitarian opinion of 
the present day, truly horrifying 
affairs. Prisoners were usually 
given anything from twenty- 
five to’ fifty lashes on tha bared 
back with the regulation “cat-o’- 
nine-tafls.” Europeans were not

The experience of the Hong- 
kong consumer with direct 
Government control of : public 
utilities has not been fortunate, 
and in this respect Government 
docs .not differ from private 
control of utilities in this 
Colony. The managements of 
public utilities under private 
control have at least the excuse 
that they must consider their 
shareholders and, except in such 
ease ug dividends are limited by 
Ordinance, exact almost the last 
ounce of flesh. Government, 
which has not the same excuse, 
does likewise and in this Colony 
the two utilities controlled by

His scholastic carcer 
was in itself chriracteristic of 
the boundless energy of the 
man; for he never did anything 
by halves, but thoroughly mas- 
tered cach subject in turn. As 
might be expected of such a 
methodical individual, he was 
awarded a scholarship and 
his college days were a 
series of successes; for he was

reason of his attainments in the 
classics and the sciences. He 
was graduated with a B.A. 
degree in 1835, and went no for 
a further period of ‘study, ob- 
taining his M.A, three years 
later. At this time, too, he was 
called to the Irish Bar, and sub- 
sequently in 1840, he was ad- 
mitted to practice by Lincoln’s 
Inn. For oa time he was a bar- 
rister in London, when he de- 
cided to turn his talents to better 
necount by serving the Crown. 
His first appointment in 1843 
was that of Chief Justice of the 
West African Colony of Gambia, 
which office he held until 1847. 
In the meantime, he was the 
recipient in 1844 of an Honorary

HIE four years in the guber- 

natoria! chair of the West 
African Colony were marked by 
sincere efforts on his part to im- 
prove conditions and to promote 
trade. His indefatigable atten- 
tion to his post was illustrated 
by the fact that during his so- 
journ he was actively engaged 
in exploring the resources of the 
couitry, and actually’ under- 
took a number of expeditions to 
the interior, going from Bat- 
hurst (the capital) to Senegam- 
bia; a distance of nearly a thou- 
sand miles. He was_ instru- 
mental in mapping the course of 
the Gambia river, and his work 
was definitely:a contribution to 
the geographical knowledge of 
that extensive maritime region. 


His African exploration ‘won 
him a C.B. (Civil Division) in 
1862, and was also a factor in 


_securing his next appointment, 


that of Governor of St. Lucia. 
His term of office in this West 
Indian sland was short; for he 
was transferred to St. Vincent 
the game year. Here he con- 
tinued until the year 1855, when 
he was nominated to act in like 
capacity in South Australia. 
His stay in the Antipodes was. 
terminated in March 1862, with 
his appointment to. govern the 
Colony. of Nova Scotia. The 
success which he enjoyed as a 
colonial administrator was 
largely responsible for his sub- 
sequent post, that of Governor 
and Commander-in-Chief. of the 
Colony: of Hongkong, in succes- 
sion to Sir Hercules Robinson. 
Although his commission of 
Governor was dated October 14, 
1865, he did not arrive here to 
assume the duties of his office 
until March 11, of the following 
year. His arrival was un- 
heralded owing to the lack of 
communication at the time, so 
that when his ship came into the 
harbour, the Acting Chief Jus- 


‘tice, Mr. Henry James Ball was 


not informed, of the fact, and so 
was not present in time to rd- 
minister the customary oath in 
the Council Chambers. When the 
news of the Governor's arrival 
was conveyed to him, he rushed 
to attend to the judicial part of 
the inauguration ceremony only 
fo learn thatthe oath of office 
had already been administered !

Debate In 


The House 
Of Lords 


Divided - Opinions. 
‘- Apparent 


; LONDON, Oct. 6. 

On the resumption of the 
debate on international affairs in 
the House of Lords it was agreed 
at the conclusion of the day’s 
proceedings to adjourn. the 
House until November 1. : 

A proviso that the House should 
meet earlier [f the public interest 
required was contained -in the re- 
solution. * : 

Lord Galnaford, Ltberat, said that 
civilisation had been saved from an 
overwhelming disaster too terrible to 
contemplate, and he desired to ex- 
press his perzonel gratitude to Mr, 
Chamberlaln for what he had done 
and to say that he felt sure that 
future’ generations would regard the 
Prime Minister’s achievement .as onc 
of the most magnificent personal 
deeds recorded in history. 

Lord Marley declared that the 
Premier, knowing the weakness of 
France and the diMculty of any real 
action for the defence of Czecho- 
Slovakin, should have called. the 
Soviet Union into consultation. This 
‘would have enormously strengthened 
our hand in “this game of partial 
military bluff.” “I belleve," sald 
Lord Maricy, “that the Prime Mints- 
ter had no option but to.do what he 
did and he deserves a tremendous 
amount of gratitude for it.” 

Lord Lytton declared -that the 
Government had discarded the wea- 
pon which would have saved them, 
the League of Nations. He added 
that Britain had been saved only be- 
cause of the unexampled herolsm of 
the Czechs, who put the peace of the 
world before the sufferings of thelr 
own peoples. 

PREMIER AND GENEVA 


Lord Arhold stated that the Prime} 


Minister had done moro in the 14 
days than the League of Nations has 
done In 19 years.. He added that the 
peace of Europe depended upon good 
understanding between Britain and 
Germany. He was hortifled, ne sald, 
at the. readiness with which some 
people’ in Britaln prepared to go to 
war. 

Lord Trenchard sald: that after 
many years of assoclatlon with the 
Royal Air Force he knew the force 
would have done its duty -whatever 
the decision of the Government. He 
felt, however, that the vast majority 
of pllots ond mechanics when they 
heard what: the Premier. and Lord 
Halifax had done, erled “Well done!

flection.” 

These pilots knew the devastation 
they would create every time they 
went into-the air.

Lord .Stanhopo said . that. any 
pressure the Government put on the 
Czechs was to say that if they took 
certain action Britain would not be 
Prepared to back them. 4 

He pointed out tiat there was no 
British commitment to. support 
Czecho-SloVakia «ther than Artlele 
ten of the League Covenant, and the 
Government had ‘done Its utmost. to 
bring the. matter before the League. 
The lack of unanimity on the contin- 
ent had made it imposslble to bring 
Article Nineteen of Covenant into 
operation. = 

The speaker admitted he did not 
Uke the guarantee to Czecho- 
Slovakia. It was a severe commit-

west of Yangsin are sald to be 
sandwiched by Chinese troops from 
Yongsin and those from Mushihkang. 

It is reported that a Japanese’ 
spokesman admitied to forelgn war 
correspondents Japanese failure in 
building a pontoon bridge across 
Yangsin Lake because of effective 
Chinese shelling. 

Despite their evacuation of 
Ponpishan on the south bank of the 
Yangtze River opposite Tienchiachen, 
tho Chinese have taken up strong 
‘positions on the high-level grounds 
south and south-cast of the hill. 
They are making preporations for a 
counter-attack.—Central News,
